DIRECTOR'S  NOTES 


Picnic  was  William  Inge's  second  play,  following  the  success  of  Come  Back  Little  Sheba,  and  was 
awarded  the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  Drama  in  1953.  In  an  interview  about  the  play,  Inge  said  it  was 
based  on  his  early  years  in  Independence,  Kansas: 

"When  I  was  a  boy  in  Kansas,  my  mother  had  a  boarding  house.  There  were  three  women 
school  teachers  living  in  the  house.  I  was  four  years  old,  and  they  were  nice  to  me.  I  liked  them.  I 
saw  their  attempts,  and,  even  as  a  child,  I  sensed  every  woman's  failure.  I  began  to  sense  the 
sorrow  and  the  emptiness  in  their  lives,  and  it  touched  me. 

Inge  is  noted  for  writing  in  a  very  realistic  style,  so  much  so  that  critics  claimed  that  his  plays  were  a 
throwback  to  the  realism  of  early  art  of  the  20th  century.  In  Picnic  you  see  his  capturing  of  everyday  life 
with  its  humor  juxtaposed  with  the  drama  and  tensions  of  life.  This  is  a  play  about  these  strong  women 
who  are  trying  to  understand  their  places  in  life  with  its  loneliness,  love,  and  responsibilities.  As  Inge 
said  above,  you  "see  their  attempts"  and  we  hope  that  they  will  move  you.
